And  now  a  vrord  as  to  the  railroad 
company.  At  thi.s  time  of  general  and 
olteu  iucuusidcrate  outcry  a^aiuht  rail- 
roads, much  injustice  i.-  doue  to  rail- 
road managers.  Wo  believe  that  ths 
company  which  has  the  niana<rement  of 
the  lino  between  St.  I'aul  and  Sioux 
City  ia  among  the  most  liberal  aud  just 
of  tho  railroad  eompauics.  Tho  first 
year  tlicy  supp'ied  ihe  National  Colony 
with  wood  at  a  probable  loss  to  ihecom- 
I  any.  The  first  winter  thoy  tpeiit  from 
$oU,000  to  SlUU.OOU  in  an  efltort  to  keep 
the  road  open,  instead  of  leaving  it 
blockaded  with  snow,  a.s  other  roads  in 
the  State  have  done.  Each  year  they 
have  carried  trees  to  the  settlers  alon;; 
the  line  of  road  either  free  or  at  half 
rates,  liast  winter  they  donated  the 
timber  on  their  lands  along  the  line  of 
the  Sioux  City  and  St  i*aul  end  of  tho 
TO  d  to  th?  settlcr.i,  andcariied  the  suj - 
plies  sent  for  the  relief  of  fettlers  with- 
out charge.  When  the  new  railrjad 
law  went  in  effect,  the  company  prompr- 
ly  accepted  the  situation,  and  are  mak- 
ing tncir  rates  conCunn  to  tha  ref|uire- 
ments  of  the  act,  and  they  will  of 
eour.-e  be  governed  by  the  schedule  a- 
duptcj  by  the  conmiissioticrs  us  s^on  as 
that  is  arranged.

We  have  it  on  excellent  authority 
that  the  young  grasshoppers  are  being 
rapidly  extermiDuted  by  "prairie  pig- 
cons,"  or  plovers,  a  species  of  snipe. 
Tho  bird«  fly  in  large  Rocks  the  same  as 
pigeons,  aud  are  much  more  abundant 
this  year  then  formerly.  A  week  ago, 
in  my  fields  of  wheat,  the  grasshoppers 
terc  Tery  thick  and  doing  great  damage, 
while  to  day  not  one  can  be  fouid,  ow- 
ing to  the  activity  with  which  the  plov- 
ers have  been  at  woik.  It  is  now  hoped 
that  the  grasshoppers  have  parformed 
about  all  the  damage  they  can,  aud  that 
the  crops  arc  safdrom  al'the  ''hoppers" 
hatched  iu  this  country.

The  Text  of  th«  Civil  Rights  Bill. 

The  text  of  the  civil  rights  bill  as 
pjiBsed  the  SenattJ  is  as  follows  : 

SEi'Ttii.N  1.  "That  all  citizens  and  other 
liersoiiB  within  the  jurisdictioniof  the  United 
States  shall  be  entitled  to  full  and  equal  en- 
jovments  of  ai^'commodations,  advantages, 
facilities  and  privileges  of  imis,  public  convey- 
ances on  land  or  water,  tlie«t.ui?8  And  other 
pla<'cs  of  amusemton^.  and  also  of  common 
sdnxdi,  public  institutions  of  learning  or 
benevolence,  supiwrted  iu  whole  or  in  part  by 
general  taxation,  and  of  cemeteries  so  sup- 
IHjrtcd,  and  also  uistitutionB  known  as  agricul- 
tui-al  colleges  endowed  by  the  United  States, 
Mubjrct  only  to  the  conditions  and  lijnitat^ns 
ewtablisbedhy  la*,  aiifl ikpplit'ftbleS  Auke  to  citi- 
zens i>f  cvpx-T  lacc  and  color.  regardlcHs  of  any 
|)t'o> toils  condition  of  servitude. 

Sec.  2.     That  any  pereon   who  shall  violate 
the  fi>regoiiiKBectio)i  by  denying  to  auy  person 
entitled  to  its  iMuieUts.  except   for  reasons  by 
law  i4>plic«ble  to  citiijeiiB  Cf  e^wy  r»<?e  aild 
color,  ftadropi'.rdles'^  <^i  any  previous  condition 
orseiv'itiidc.   ihO   full  enjoyment  of  any  ac- 
commodations,  advantages.*  facilities  or  priv- 
ilegeis  ill  saiil  scctiwi    enumerated,    or   inciting 
siiuh  denial,  shall  for  ever>'  such  offense  for- 
feit and  pay  the  sum  of  i^SOO  to  tho  |>ersou  ag- 
grieved thereby,  to  be  recovered  in   action  on 
case  with  full  oost>.  and  shall  also,   for  every 
such  o!Tense,  bo  deotuod  guilty  of  misdcmcan' 
or,  Riid  UptUi  conviction  thereby  shall   be   tiuetl 
not  more  than  sJl.tKIO,  or  shall  bo  imprisoned 
not  more  than   one  year;  provided  thht  the 
jiarly  aggrieved  jliajl  i\'A  r^^otfeV   more  than 
one  "penivity  •  *n',,  wheu  tho  offense  is  refusal 
of  burial,  the  penalty  may  be  recovered  by  the 
lieirs-al-lAT,-    of  the   jiersou  whose    hotly  has 
been  refused  burial.     And  provided  further, 
that  all  persons  may  elect  tO  seU  fo*-  the  jVeii- 
alty  aforetaid,  or  t^  irto'.ieed  under  their  rights 
at  cpmincii  laVv,  and  state  statutes ;  and  having 
r.o  elect  I'll  to  proceed  in  one  mo<le  or  the  other, 
their  right  to  ^iroceed  in  other  jurisdiction  shall 
be  barred  :  but  this  proviso  shall  bo  appliwl  to 
ctiniinal  jirnceedings  either  under  this  iH  or 
the  •timinal  law  of  »u»  stat*. 

Sec.  '^-     '''li-t  Pistrict  and  Circuit  Courts  of 
the  t  nited  States  shall  have,  exclusive  of  the 
courts  of  the  sevor.al  states,  cognizance  of   all 
crimes  and  offenses  against  and  violations  of 
Ihe  )>ro\isioiis  of  this  act,  and  actions   for  the 
penaltv  driven  '\v  the  preceding  sections  may  be 
j.reseiifed  iu    territorial   J>istrictr!    t^r    tirouit 
Courts  of  the  t*nitoVl  r<tates  wherever  defend- 
ant iuik>  be  found,    without    rega*^    to    other 
parties!  and  Jistri-d   attorneys,   marshals 
deputy  marshal  of  the  United  States,  and 
commissioners  appointed  by  tho  Circuit 
TeiTitorial  Courts  of  the  United  States,

The  following  is  an  interesting  ac- 
count of  the  marriaf^e  of  Atiss  Nellie 
Grant,  daughter  of  tho  President,  and 
Mr.  Sartoris,  at  Washington,  May  21. 
The  ceremony  took  place  in  the  east 
room  of  the  White  House,    which   was 

tastefully  and  elaborately  decorated 
with  plants,  flowers  and  evergreens. 
On  eiich  side  was  a  platform  raised 
about  a  foot  from  the  floor  ami  covered 
with  a  ]x>rtion  of  the  carpet  several 
vears  ago  presented  to  the  government 
by  the  Sultan  of  Turkey.  The  platform 
was  cnrichcil  with  evergreens  and  flow- 
ers, and  from  its  centre  hung  a  mar- 
riage bell  of  large  proportions,  com- 
posed of  the  choicest  white  flowers. 
The  splemlid  n<»w  chandeliers  were 
lighted  and  handsomely  decorated. 
Never  before  has  the  east  room  pre- 
sented so  brilliant  a  display  of  floral 
ornaments  as  on  the  present  occasion. 

Punctiuil  to  the  hour  the  invitetl 
guests  entered  the  east  ntom,  and  ar- 
ranged themselves  in  full  view  of  the 
platform.  Tho  toilets  of  the  liKlies 
were  of  the  richest  description,  and 
there  was  a  profusion  of  point  lace,  va- 
riously worked. 

The  scene  was  unusually  brilliant, 
the  large  display  of  flowers,  with  their 
fragrance,  adding  to  the  charm  of  the 
interesting  occasion. 

The  bridal  party,  passing  through 
the  blue  room,  entered  the  east  room. 
Their  presence  immediately  hushed  the 
company  to  silence.  The  approach 
was  announced  by  music  from  tlie 
Marine  Band.  First  came  Mr.  Sartoris 
and  Col.  Frederick  D.  Grant,  the  only 
groomsman;  next,  the  bridesmaids: 
and,  two  by  two,  the  President  and 
Mrs.  Grant  and  their  two  sons,  Ulysses 
and  Jesse.  They  were  followed  by  the 
relatives  of  tho  family.  On  reaching 
the  platform  the  President  transferred 
his  daughter  to  Mr.  Sartoris,  who,  with 
the  bride,  ascended  the  platform, 
where  the  t)lHciatiug  minister  in  wait- 
ing received  them.  They  took  n 
position  under  the  floral  weilding  b(>ll. 

The  President  and  Col.  Grtuit,  to- 
gether with  Miss  Barnes,  one  of  the 
bridesmaids,  were  the  only  other  per- 
sons in  nearness  to  the  bridal  party  on 
tho  platform,  Mrs.  Grant  and  her  two 
Ixiys  sttmding  in  front  of  the  remaining 
seven  bridesmaids  at  one  side  of  the 
structure. 

The  bride  wore  a  white  satin  dress, 
trimmed  with  point  lace,  a  tulle  veil, 
and  her  hair  was  adorned  with  tirange 
blossoms.  The  dress  of  the  groom  was 
in  the  last  and  latest  style,  with  conven- 
tional white  necktie. 

The  bridesmaids  were  Misses  Barnes, 
Fish,  Drexel,  Dent,  Porter,  Conkling, 
Sherman,  and  Frelinghuysen  ;  they 
were  dressed  in  white  corded  silk,  cov- 
ered with  white  illusion,  with  pufTs  and 
pleatings  caught  up  with  flowers.  Their 
sashes  were  of  the  same  material  as  the 
dresses.  Four  of  these  ladies  were  dis- 
tinguished by  pink  roses,  and  the  other 
four  by  blue'^flowers. 

All  things  being  in  reatliness  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Titfanv  proceeded  with  the 
ceremony  according  to  the  form  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Every- 
one preserved  a  marked  silence,  and 
hstened  attentively  to  every  word,  while 
closely  wat<;hinr:  the  manners  and 
countenances  of  tho  bridal  pair.

He  claims  that  the  diOi- 
cultie.^  of  pronunciation  gives  native 
Americans  an  advantage  over  the  for- 
eign element  of  our  population,  and 
records  the  various  instances  where 
individuals  have  prosecuted  endeavors 
to  discover  a  method  of  sjieech  easy  of 
comprehension  to  all.  He  concludes 
with  the  declaration  that  an  excellent 
way  to  celebrate  the  4t)i  of  July,  187«), 
would  be  to  then  abolish  the  English 
language.  The  petition  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Education  and 
Labor.

Under  this  head  the  London  Medical 
Record  says  :  "Upon  the  average, 
boys  at  birth  weigh  a  little  more  and 
g'ris  a  little  less  than  six  and  a  half 
pounds.  For  the  first  nine  years  the 
two  sexes  continue  nearly  equal  in 
weight,  but  beyond  that  time  males  ac- 
quire a  decided  preponderance.  Thus, 
young  men  of  twenty  average  14:3  pounds 
each,  while  the  young  women  of  twenty 
average  120  pounds.  Men  reach  their 
heaviest  bulk  at  about  thirty-five,  when 
they  average  about  152  pounds,  btit 
women  slowly  increase  in  weight  until 
fifty  when  their  average  is  about  12H 
pounds.  Taking  men  and  women  to- 
gether, their  weight  at  full  growth  av- 
erages about  twentv  times  as  heavy  as 
tliey  were  on  the  first  day  of  their  ex- 
istence. Men  range  from  108  pounds 
to  220  pounds,  and  women  from  88  to 
207  pounds.  The  actual  weight  of  hu- 
man nature,  taking  the  average  of  ages 
and  conditions,  nobles,  clergy,  tinkers, 
tailors,  maidens,  boys,^  girls,  and  babies 
all  included,  is  very  nearly  100  pounds. 
These  figures  are  given  in  avoirdupois 
weight,  but  the  advocates  of  the  supe- 
riority of  women  might  make  a  nice 
point  by  introducing  the  rule  that 
women  be  weighed  by  troy  weight  like 
other  jewels,  and  men  by  avoirdupois. 
The  figures  will  then  stand— young  men 
of  twenty,  143  pounds  each  ;  young 
women  o!  twenty,  about  140  pounds 
each,  and  so  on."

Under  this  head  the  London  Medical 
Record  says  :  "Upon  the  average, 
boys  at  birth  weigh  a  little  more  and 
g^fls  a  little  less  than  six  and  a  half 
pounds.  For  the  first  nine  years  the 
two  sexes  continue  nearly  e<iual  in 
weight,  but  beyond  that  time  males  ac- 
quire a  decided  preponderance.  Thus, 
young  men  of  twenty  average  14^^  pounds 
each,  while  the  young  women  of  twenty 
average  120  pounds.  Men  reach  their 
heaviest  bulk  at  about  thirty-five,  when 
they  average  about  l.">2  pounds,  but 
wtnnen  slowly  increase  in  weight  until 
fifty  when  their  average  is  about  12>S 
pounds.  Taking  men  and  women  to- 
gether, their  weight  at  full  growth  av- 
erages about  twenty  times  as  heavy  as 
they  were  on  the  first  day  of  their  ex- 
istence. Men  range  from  108  pounds 
to  220  pounds,  and  women  from  88  to 
207  pounds.  The  actual  weight  of  hu- 
man nature,  taking  the  average  ol  ages 
and  conditions,  nobles,  clergv-,  tinkers, 
tailors,  maidens,  boys,  girls,  aud  babies 
all  included,  is  very  nearly  10(J  p«junds. 
These  figures  are  given  in  avoirdupois 
weight,  but  the  advocates  of  the  supe- 
riority of  women  might  make  a  niee 
point  by  introducing  the  rule  that 
women  be  weighed  by  troy  weight  likt; 
other  jewels,  and  men  by  avoirdupois. 
The  figures  will  then  stand— young  men 
of  twenty,  143  pounds  each  ;  young 
women  oi  twenty,  about  110  pounds 
each,  and  so  on."

Feed  well,  fe^d  often, 
Hudkeep  the  chicken-pell  cleati,  lire 
goldeu  rules  which  should  be  emblazon- 
ed on  every  chicken  coop  in  the  poultry 
yard.

Take  a  quart  of  wat«r  and  pour  slowly 
into  it  a  pint  of  sulphuric  acid.

Tin-  CJralihiKof  Potatoes 

A  correspondent  of  the  Rural  New 
Yorker  writes  that   "  grafting  of   pota- 
toes has  recently  been  recommended  to 
be  introduced  for  the  eventuality  and 
purpose  of  combining   the  good   qual- 
ities <»f  two  dilTerent  sorts    into    one. 
Select  of  the  potatoes  which  have  your 
preference  the  very  best   and  soundest 
specimens  ;    cilt  dot  in  a  careful  way, 
iVith  a  pen  knife,  tlie  btUls  or  eyes  ;  cut 
Ihem  iibout  one  inch  deep  and  one-half 
to  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  diameter 
in  the  form  af  a  pyramid,  /.  c,  that  the 
hole  in  the  potato  runs  m  to  a  point  on 
the  end  <jr  inside  ;  then   take   of   the 
other  potato  ii  piece,    if  possible,  with 
from  one  to  three   buds  or  eyes ;  fit  it 
in  as  good  aud   tight   as   you    possibly 
can,  and  tie  up  with  a  (bass)  string  in 
the    quickest     possible     manner.     To 
fasten  the  inserted  piece  more  etlectu- 
ftUy  a  hair  pin  may  be  put  in  from  each 
side.     Potatoes  grafted  in  this  manner 
should  be  as  soon   as   this   operation  is 
perfected,  placed  in  damp   ground  and 
well  covered  up.     If  the  cut  grows  out 
—that  is,   if  the   two  different  pieces 
join — the  operation  is  a  success." 


Tlir  VnliM'  of  .smiJIowcrs. 

In  the  first  place,  the  llowers  abound 
in  honey,  and  furnish  food  for  bees, 
the  seeds  c<jntain  oleaginous  matter  and 
yield  oil  at  the  rate  of  one  gallon  to  the 
bushel,  which  is  but  little  inferior  to 
olive  oil.

There  is  uo  reason  why  the  culture  of 
field  beans,  ii  carefully  harvested   and 
cared  for  after  hurvesting,    should   not 
be    profitable.     The    great    trouble   is 
that,  during  the  time    of    curing,    the 
beans  are  apt    to    become    discolored,  | 
more  or  less,  causing  them    to  be    un- 
salable until  they   are    hand-picked,   a 
tedious  process.*  Twenty  bushels   per 
acre  is  a  good  crop.     For  field  culture, 
drill  the  seed  «»f  tht^  Avhite  navy  variety 
ill  rows  two  aud   a   \v\\i   feet  ajiart,   at 
the  rate  of  from  one   to   one  and   one- 
half  bushels  per  acre,  and  keep  the  crop 
free  from  weeds.     Do    not    gather   the 
crop  until  about  dry.     Pull  <mly   when 
the  dew  is  off,  and  in   drying   weather  ; 
place  the  h  indf  uls  in  regular  rows   on 
the  tops,  the  roots  placed  close  togeth- 
er.    If  you  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  get 
the  crop    wet   after  being  pulled,   the 
bunches  must  be  turned  until   dry.     If 
not,  place  them  loosely  on  scaffolds   as 
soon  as  sufficiently  drt',  or   else  thresh 
out  immediately  and  spread  the  cleaned 


spoonfuls  of  cream  of  tartar,  one  tea- 
spoonful  of  soda,  one  nutmeg,  J»nd  two 
pounds    of   raisins.     This    makes    two 

loaves.  _ 

Baked  Indian  Pwddino.— Four  eggs, 
one  quart  of  sweet  milk,  five  large  tea- 
spoonfuls  of  Indian  meal,  nutmeg  and 
sugar  to  the  taste.  Boil  the  milk  and 
scald  the  Indian  meal  in  it ;  then  let  it 
cool  before  adding  the  eggs.  Bake 
three-quarters  of  an  hour.  Eat  with 
butter  or  sweet  sauce. 

Rice  Pudding.— One  cup  of  rice  ; 
three  (piarts  of  milk ;  one  teaspoouf  ul 
of  salt ;  two-thirds  of  a  cup  of  sugftr  : 
bake  very  slowly.  Eat  with  butter,  or 
leave  out  the  sugar  and  serve  with 
sauce.  One  egg ;  one  teacup  of  sugar  ; 
beat  together  twenty  minutes;  two- 
thirds  of  a  pint  of  boiling  water. 

ArPiiE  Tartlets.— Peel  six  large  ap- 
ples ;  boil  to  a  pulp ;  mix  with  sugar, 
cloves  and  lemon-peel  to  taste ;  let  this 
mixture  stand  till  quite  cold,  then  mix 
with  it  two  ounces  of  tlried  currants. 
Make  a  light  puff  paste  ;  obtain  a  large 
flat  baking-tin  and  pour  the  mixture  in. 
Cover  it  with  the  pastry,  and  bake  half 
an  hour  in  a  very  hot  oven. 

velvet  Cakb.— One  quart  of  new, 
unskimmed  milk  (half  cream  and  half 
milk  is  preferable),  three  eggs  (white 
and  yolks  beaten  separately  aud  very 
stiff),  one  teaspoonful  salt,  and  rice 
flour.  Mix  the  beaten  yolks  with  the 
milk  and  salt,  then  rice  flour  to  make  a 
batter  as  thick  as  that  for  flannel  cakes  ; 
lastly,  whip  in  the  stiflened  whites  very 
lightly,  and  bake  immediately. 

An  Excellent  Pudding. —One  half 
pound  suet,  shred  fine  ;  one-half  pound 
grated  bread  crumbs;  one  quarter 
pound  of  loaf  sugar,  the  yolks  of  four 
eggs  aud  the  whites  of  two,  well  beaten ; 
two  tablespoonfuls  of  orange  marma- 
hulc  or  sliced  citron,  if  preferred.  lo 
be  put  into  a  buttered  mold  and  boiled 
for  two  hours.  To  be  served  with  wine 
poured  over  it,  or  sauce. 

Durable  Stove  Bl.vckino.— Bv  add- 
ing a  teaspoonful  of  pulverized  alum  to 
half  a  package  of  good  stove  polish, 
wet  up  with  a  little  water,  much  time 
and  labor  will  be  saved,  as  a  stove  p«»l- 
ished  with  this  mixture  will  remain 
bright  a  hmg  time.  It  should  be  ap- 
plied when  the  st(jve  is  nearly  cold, 
and  with  a  dry  brush  rubbed  until  it  is 
dry  and  shining.

They 
have  stood  the  severest  tests  of  climate 
and  have  proved  themselves  to  be  as 
worthy  of  perpetuation  as  the  best  of 
the  older  varieties. 

The   Plymouth    Rock    is,  so   far  as 
known,  a  cross  between   the   old   fash- 
ioned American  Dominique  and   Black 
Java,  a  breed  now  almost,  if   not   quite 
extinct    in   this    country.     The   Domi- 
nique in  this,  as  in  other  cases,    colors 
the  progeny ;  so  in  color  the  Plymouth 
Rock   is   a   pure   Dominique,    has   the 
single  como  of  Java,    also  the  yellow 
legs,    without    feathers.     The    tail    is 
about    the    size  of    the   Brahma's,    the 
breast  very  full,   carriage  lively,   and 
motion  quick  and  graceful.     They  are 
larger  than  the  ordinary  barnyard  fowl, 
cocks   weighing  from     eight     to   nine 
pounds,  and  hens  five  to  eight   pounds. 
The  flesh  is  short-grained,  juicy  and 
tender  ;  in  fact,  they  are    a    fine    table 
bird.     The  hens  are  g(M»d  layers,    good 
setters  and  mothers,  and   do   not   want 
to  set  so  often  as  the  Cochin  or  Brahma. 
All  of  these    (lualities,     in    connection 
with    their    ability    to    withstand    the 
climatic  changes  of  the  North  and  West,

Mr.  Charles  Newton,  keeper  of  Greek 
and  Roman  antiquities   at  the   British 
Museum,    recently   visited    Athens   in 
order  to  examine  the  objects  excavated 
by  Dr.  Schliemann  near  the  supposed 
site  of  ancient  Troy  ;  and  on  April  30 
he  read  a  paper  upon   the   subject  at  a 
meeting  of  the   Society  of  Antiquaries 
iu  London.     He  says  that  Schliemann  s 
pottery  is   older  and  ruder  than   any 
discovered    at     Rhodes,    Cyprus    or 
ancient  Germany,  and  cannot  be  class- 
ed as  Hellenic  or  even  Greco-Phcene- 
ciau.     Indeed,  all  Schliemann's  works 
of  art  are  both  non-Hellenic   and  pre- 
Hellenic,     The  same  is  true  of    the 
gold  and  silver  ornaments  and   vessels. 
They   are   all   ruder  than   the    rudest 
specimens    of    the    Hellenic     period. 
Prof.  Max  Muller  said   that  his  con- 
clusions were  like   Mr.    Newton's.     In 
Homer   Trojans    are     different    from 
Greeks,  but  they   are   not  barbarous ; 
their  armor  is  worth  taking  ;  their  gold 
ornaments   preferrablo  to   the  Greek. 
Schliemann's   relics  are  not   Homoric. 
Their  discoverer  makes  a  mistake   in 
believing  that  the  articles   he  has  dug 
up  are  from  the  city  and  times  of  Priam.

The  French  Minister  of  the  Interior  has 
prohibited  the  sale  of  the  Nineteenth  Century 
ncwspai^er,  it  being  offensive  to  public  mor- 
ably. 

It  i.^  said  that  Prince  Hohenltjhe,  the  new 
<terman  Ambai^sador,  will  request  President 
MacMahom  to  prevent  the  Ultramontane  tlem- 
oiist rations,  which  tend  to  increase  tbe  had 
feeling  between  Franco  aiitl  tiennany. 

Great  P.uitais  had  i*ent  tbo  following  ths- 
patch  to  her  minister  in  Spain,  in  relation  to 
the  Virgiiiius  e.\ecution  t>f  Knglish  subjects  : 
"  III  view  of  the  grave  dittifulties  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  Spain,  Her  Majesty's  government 
has  hitherto  lieen  unwilling  to  press  for  an 
answer  to  its  demaiul  for  an  aeI\iiowletlgment 
of  the  wrtmg  done,  and  for  compensatiou  to 
the  relatives  of  tbe  victims  who  were  subjects 
of  Great  Britain.

If  you  can  not   be  a    Nilsson  or  a 
Patti,  a  Faure  or   a  Santley,    you  are 
pretty  sure  at  least  of  being  able  tocet 
a  situation  as  n   con^:e^i  sihgef;    for 
these  aitists  are  of  all  grades  «>f  ability. 
It  may   seem   a  t+nrible  thing   that   a 
singer  should  aim  at   the   grand  opera 
and  succeed  in  hitting  nothing  higher 
than    the  stage  of  a  variety   theatre; 
but  as  a  practical  jjerson  I  should  say 
that  it  cttrtaiuly  is  belter  for  a  Vt)ice- 
worker  to   do    this  than   to  remain   a 
needlowomtltl  or  d  shop-girl— for  the 
simple  reason  that  a  popular  singer  iu 
a  variety  theatre     receives  an  income 
worth  that  of  a  dozen   needlewomen  or 
shop-girls.     It  may  surprise   my   read- 
ers to  learn  that  such   singers  receive 
from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  dollars 
a  week  ;  but  it  is  true.     'J'liose  who  are 
recognized  flrst-cUss  stars  of  Ihnt  sphere 
are  even  faid  i\v6  hundred  dollars  and 
upwards';  but  these  are  men  and  wom- 
en of  special  talent  in  comedy  as  well  as 
vocdism.

How 
many  needlewomen  or  shop-gi'lfi  eatti 
as  muf'h' 

lietween  the  variety  theatre  and  the 
grand  opera  what  a    world    of    various 
opportunities   lies!     Aud  what   abun- 
dance oi  talent  has  grown  from  the  low- 
er grades  to  the  higher  !    Adelina  Patti 
lising     from    a    COOCeit   iroUpe,    and 
Christine  NilssoU  from  out-door  singing 
in  the  streets  of  the  cities  of  her  na- 
tive land,  are  famiUar  examjiles  of  one 
sort :  Castle,  the  graceful   tenor,  and 
Campbell,  the  high   bass,   rising   from 
the  stage  of  a   minstrel   company,  are 
e<iually  familiar  examples  o!  another 
sort.     The   great   point   with    singers, 
as    \\'ith    other  workers,  is  always    to 
strive  to  do  their  work  well.

bringing  the  weevils  down  upon  sheets 
or  large  cloths  spread  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  them.  The  best  way  of 
doing  this,  on  a  large  scale,  is  to  use 
some  portable,  stretched  sheet.  Dr.  E. 
Ji.  rtull,  of  Illinois,  has  entn-d  the 
lasting  gratitude  of  fruit-growers  by 
the  ingenuity  with  which  he  has  fought 
this  insect.  '  Ho  first  built  a  niachme, 
which  was  a  sort  of  inverted  undu'ella 
on  a  single  wheel.  It  proved  curaber- 
somo  and  awkward,  aild  Ita  i-cpOntetl 
bumpings  against  the  trees,  in  spite  of 
all  precaution,vcry  much  injured  thein. 
This  ohl  machine  gave  rise  to  several 
moditlcfftions,  one  of  which,  devised  liy 
L.  M.  Wiird,  of  Michigan,  is  tcrf  fim- 
ple  of  coU'tnu'tion,  and  has  been 
used  with  much  satisfaction  in  that 
state.  But  prefi  rable  to  all  otlur  ma- 
chiiies  for  this  purpote,  is  the  portid»le 
on«>  hiBt  devised  by  J>f.  Hull.  This 
contrivance  consists  of  a  light  eottoii 
stt-etcjter,  supiiorted  by  broad  bands 
from  tlie  hhouldirf;  o\  the  bearer,  em 
abling  him  to  get  close  to  the  tree  ami 
to  give  it  a  sharp  blow  with  a  mallet 
or  hammer  upon  the  butt  of  a  limb 
that  has  been  sawed  sijuarely  ot^" 
for  the  purpose,  oj*  upon  a  shouldered 
spike  driven  into  tho  trunk,  which  by 
this  means  is  saved  from  injury.  An- 
other way  ot  Ciiptiiriilg  largo  numbers 
of  the  beetles  is  by  what  is  kn<n?ii  fs  i 
the  "Ransom  clip  process,"  first 
brought  prominently  before  the  peach 
growers  of  tho  country  by  IVIr.  W.  B. 
Ransom,  of  Bt.  Josepli,  INIich.  The 
t'»roceas  consintfi  of  laying  c\c?te  ^ironiul 
the  butt  of  the  tree  jiieces  (»f  chlp.s  or 
liai-lv,  ntider  whiqh,  according  to  their 
instinct,  a  gieat  liiaoj  <;iir«'i<Ho8  hct 
crcto  themselves  during*  tho  day,  and 
may  tlnis  easily  be  destroyed.  In  view 
of  tho  nocturnal  habits  of  the  insect, 
the  jihilosophy  of  the  pro«icHH  is  «vi- 
iloilt,  the  beetles  naturally  seeking 
shelter  diuing  the  tlaj,  <^sp*«ch'll*  *»{»rly 
in  the  season  when  the  weather  is 
chilly,  and  before  the  females  arc  much 
engaged  in  egg  depositing.  The  cor-

Give 
(me  of  our  thoroughgoing  housekeepers 
a  pail  of  lime  and  a  whitewasli  brush, 
and  she  will  be  hapl>y  »'s  fk  bo.y  with  u 
new  penny  trumtiet — and  about  as 
great  a  nuisance,  llverything  in  white- 
i<-iivhed.  arid  )t  <»  tihpo>'uJ)h\  for 
months  to  go  near  lenees,  wali.s  c.i  n.'if- 
thing  within  reach,  without  getting  a 
reminder  of  those  fearful  days  known 
as  house-cleaning  times.  Tlie  worst  of 
it  is  tl'.at  very  lew  of  our  American 
women  under'staii  1  the  art  of  white- 
rofhiiie.  l\  fhet  did  they  migjit.he 
endurable,  just  as  the  i)oy  with  the 
tnimiu't  might  be  endurable,  if  he  had 
a  good  iustrument  loid  knew  how  to  use 
it.  In  general  they  use  (piicklime,  sim- 
plv  Hvi:»ed  with  water,  and  lai<l  on. 
Aftera  time  tiiey  get  woJ-ritd  br  tlf 
constant  anathemiis  hinh'd  against 
their  whHcwash.  which  does  ^ot  stick 
to  tlie  wails,  iiuil  ilbij"  stick  to,  every- 
thing else.

thonmghly  broke.i  ill'.  Vntions  o;her 
ailditions' are  reconimeinle<l,  sueii  as 
plaster  of  Paris,  white  vitrol,  etc.,  till 
of  which  serve  a  good  purpt>se,  but  are 
not  entirely  eftlcient. 

But  tlio  best  vliif'rjtsb  eontains  no 
quicklime  at  all,  but  is  made  oi  i)!irf< 
whiting,  which  is  a  soft  kind  of  chalk, 
ground  very  fine,  washed  so  as  to  sepa- 
intc  nil  the  coarse  and  gritty  particles.

(•ould  the  histovy  of  all  the  remedies 
that  have  been  pl'opo:u-d  fnf  the    cnrcii- 
ho  be  written  o!it    in    detail,    it   would 
prove  a  serioeomie  chapter  of   impos- 
ture und   credul'ty    that    woidd   be   as 
surprising     as   diverting.     Before    the 
true  method  of  fighting  the  insect   had 
become  getu  rally  known,  fruit-growers 
Were  readv  to  avail  themselves  of  any- 
thing that    promiseil    to    lessen     their 
losses.      The  consequence  was  thatthey 
frequent  I  v  became  the   victims   of   un- 
scrupulou.s  spccuhitors,  whose   dusiiou- 
esty  was  equaled  only  by  tlnir absolute 
ignorjince  i»f  the  insect    they    proiiosed 
to  extenninate  with  their  washes,  stdu- 
tions,  and    patent   nostrums.     Dusting 
the  tre*s  with  air-sUukedlime,  smttking 
them  with  tobacco,  smearing  the  trunks 
with  gas  tar  and    coal    tar,    encircling 
them  with  loose  cotton  to  entangle  the 
beetles  as  thev  ascendetl  or   tlesccnded 
the  trees  ;  placing    uu.ler    them    large 
tubs  of  water,    upon    the    supposition 
that  the  instinct  of  the    mother    insect 
would  prev.nt  her  from  laying  eggs   m 
fruit  which  was  in    danger    of    fal  ing 
into  the  water    and  carrying    to    their 
death  the  larvie  it  contained  ;  suspend- 
ing from  the   branches   c«)bs   that    had 
been    soaked    in    sweetened   water,    in 
which  it  was  athrnied  the  insect    would 
deposit  instead  of  in  the  fruit;  all  these 
aud  nianv  otln-r  etpially  ridiculous   de- 
vices   have    been    trie'd,  and  heralded 
us  sure  cures  by  those  who   have  never 
learned  to   connect  etVect    with   cause.

AUSTBAUA. 

A  IleRtb'Drit  Interview  by  Telesrnpli. 

The  Australian  overland  telegraph 
extends  for  1,900  miles  acrom  the  great 
wastes  of  Australia,  from  Adelaide  on 
the  south  to  Port  Darwin  on  the  north, 
'fhe  Biations  are  few  and  far  apart,  and 
the  lino  is  consequently  greatly  exi>osed 
to  attacks  from  the  uativos,  who  pull 
the  wire  down,  add  ditt  away  great  quan- 
tities of  it  for  the  purpose  of  arming 
the  points  of  their  spears.  They  also 
mash  the  i>orcelain  insulators,  and  use 
the  shat-p  edged  pieces  to  scrape  their 
Bptifki  blatles  iiito  shape.  Each  station 
is  a  fort  in  it.lcH',.  rtt  which  six  men  re- 
side. 

Barrow  creek    is    1,200    raih-s    from 
Adelaide  and  700  miles  from  I'ort  Dar- 
win, wlillc  it  is  in  the  midst  of   a  dis- 
trict thickly  peopled  w«th   blacks.     On 
the  evening  of  Sunday,  leb,  2'i,  all  the 
men  of  this  station   were   lying   out  of 
dtwrs  smoking,  when  they  were  suddenly 
attacked  from  the  eastern  comer  of  the 
building  by  ft   iargc   »Kidy   of  natives, 
who  f^oare'd  Mr.  Staplet<jn,  the  nmBli-r. 
As  the  £Iilg!iailn<r«  had  left  their  arms 
inside,  they  made  a  nish    fcrt-    th*>    en- 
trance, but  they  were  driven  back  by  a 
shower  of  spears,   wliich  wounded  two 
of  them.     Finding  their  retreat  cut  off, 
they  ran  around    the    building    iu  the 
hope  that  the  iiativp*  would  follow  them, 
and  so  bf2  drawn  away   from   the   door. 
Hapi^ily   f«»t    them    the    natives    gave 
chase  ;  and  thus,  -frlMnl  the  poor  fellows 
came  round  again  to  the  Ivani    of    the 
house,  they  found  the  door  unguarded. 
One,  however,  was  fatally   wounded  as 
he  ran.     They  at  once  seized  their  rifles 
and  RdUri  drove  the  natives  ofl'.     They 
then  telegraphed  to   Adelaide   news  of 
what  had  happened,  aud  Dr.  Ocwwe,  one 
of  tlie  AilcIpi'V  siTrgertus.  did  all  that  a 
surgeon  can  do  by  plctjc'riprtieti  and  ad- 
vice for  patients  who   are   1,200  iwiles 
away.     Poor  Mr.  Stapletou  was  beyolid 
cure,  but  he  and  his  wife,  who  was  Uv- 
iif^  >*t  A<1eluide,  were  ivble  to   exchange 
a  few  pariiiif;  i^ords.     Dr.    Gosse  had 
to  insist  that  the  wotiridcd  men   should 
be  kept  awake  all  night,  for    te^   *h»t 
tbeil  flesh  might  have  been  poisoned  by 
t>»c  ppertrs,     TJiree  days  later  Mr.  Flint, 
the  ^dtlri4efl  Operator,  sctit  the   foUow-

Tuck- 
er, the  station  mastel  at  »»»other  creek, 
who    had    been    traveling     soUth'nftird 
along  the  line,  attached  his  pocket  in- 
strument to  the  wire  at   Dixon's  creek, 
aud  spoke  to  IMr.    Todd,    the    superin- 
tendent at  Adelaide.     Mr.  Tucker   and 
the  five  men  who  were  with   him   were 
ordered  to'  Jikjeeed  with  all  dispatch  to 
Barrow's  creek,  where  they  relieved  the 
little  garrison,

The 
red  i'urtaln  Hiittered  a  little,  there  was 
a  dull  thud,  aud  there,  right  before  us, 
stood  a  very   old    man,   wrinkled,    willi 
very  long  hair  and  beard  while  as   cot- 
t<m     fleece.       His    finger    nails    were 
several  inches  long,  and  his  sunken  iaws 
were  horribly  diversified  with  two  long 
teeth,    yellow    aud    ogreish.     He   was 
naked,  except  for   a   breech-clolh,  and 
his  shrunkeu  muscles   shone  with   oil. 
He  took  the  censer   in   his  hands   and 
blew  his  breath  into  it  until   the   flame 
rose  twenty  feet  high,  red  aud  furious  ;

Iteiiinrknlile  SlwricN. 

A  correK|M»mleut  of   th«>  World,    pur- 

jKirtiHg  to  vtrite  from  Slaril,  atid  elaiiii- 

ing   to   hate   been  admitted   to  a   jier 

foniiaHc*' of  thfe  mtnt   jttgrtlehs  duntig 

llie  corronation  ceremonies,   gives  ah 

account  of  what  he  saw,  as  follows.      It 

is  as  good  reailing   as    if    it  wer»'    true, 

and  one  can  believe  as  much  of  it  as  he 

kes  : 

••  By  degrf  es,  as  my  eyes  grew   used 
t'»  the  dim  glooP».  I  began  t«)  look  about 
me.     The  place  was  »  sijuare   vault,  so 
h  if tv  that  I  could  not  see  the  ceiling, 
and  I  should  say  not  less  than  KM)  piu-es 
long  and  wide.     All    around  the   sides 
rose  gigantic  columns,  carved  into   im- 
ages of  Boodlia  always,  yet  with    I.IRMI 
variations  from  the  central  plan,    l.tMK) 
freaks    of     fancV,      l.OlH)    grotesques, 
through  which    hone;  the   more   eflect- 
ively  fof    tlio  (tfet>artiires,    the   etelnal 
cahii,  the  stagnant  imperturbed  ecstasy 
of  apathy  of  Boodha's  remarkable  face, 
with  the' great   peddant   ears,    and   tlie 
eves  hioking  out  beyoiul   you  into   the 
siipreme  wist  fulness  of  Nieban— a  face 
that  once  seen  can  never   be    forgotten. 
Bv  degrees  I  came  to   see   the   plan   of 
tills  HvldeHtlv  sUbteflatU'itll   Vault,  and 
t^i  hnik  with'woiidel-   tIpoH   the    simple 
grandeur  of   its   massive  architecture, 
which  was  severely  phiin,  excejit  so  far 
as  the   carving   of   the   great   columns 
went.     At  the  furthest  end  of  the   hall, 
resting    against   the    columns,    was    a 
rai.sed  dais  or   platform,   covered   with 
red  ch)th.     This  stage   was  raised   be- 
tween   three  and  four   feet   above   the 
floor  of  the  vault,  and  was  about  .3.5  or 
W  feet  deep  and  150  broad.     Behind   it 
a  curtain  of  red  cloth  hung  down   from 
the  capitals  of   tho  towering   columns. 
In  front  ot   the  stage,    just   about    the 
sjKit  where  the  pulpit  of   tho  orchestra 
in  a  Greek  theatre  would  be,  was  a  tri- 
iK>d-8haped  altar,  with    ft  broad   censer 
upon  it,  in  which  was  liurninga  scented 
oil,    mixed  with  gums  and     aromatic 
woods,  that  dilVused  thnmgh  the  whok 
vault  a  pungent,  sacramental  (nlor. 

Suddenly  there  was  a  wild  and  start- 
ling crash  "of  barbaric  music  from  under 
the  stage— gongs,  drums,  cymbals,  and 
liorns— and  with  wonderful  alertness 
luid  a  really  indiscribable  eff"ect,  a  band 
of  naked  men  came  from  out  behind 
the  curtains,  bearing  each  a  scented 
torch  in  his  hand,  climbed  the  columns 
with  the  agilitv  of  monkeys,  and  light- 
ed each  a  hundred  lamps,  strung  irom 
tlie  base  almost  of  the  columns  sheer 


dartlike,  toward  the  eagle.  They 
glanced  upward  with  a  gilded  flash, 
ami  instantly  the  eagle  came  fluttering 
down  to  the  pavement  in  our  midst, 
dead  ;  -and  three  horrible  cobras  coiled 
about  him,  lifting  their  hooded  heads 
defiantly,  and  flashing  anger  out  of 
their  glittering  eyes.  The  music  shriek- 
ed still  wilder,  tlie  snakes  coiled  and 
plaited  them.selves  togetln>r  in  a  ryth- 
mic dance,  lifting  the  dead  eagle  upon 
their  heads,  and  presto!  right  in  our 
midst  tliere  stooil  the  tripod  again, 
with  its  flickering  flame,  and  its  incense- 
savored  bieatli,  A  more  perfect  illusion 
never  was  seen. 

"  That     is     Norodom,"      whispered 
Woun-Tajac  in  my  ear.     An.ither  actor 
now  came  upon  the  si-ene  whom   I    ree- 
ognix-ed  to  be  the  tall   athlete,    Tepa.la. 
Behind  him  came  a  smaller  man,  whose 
name,  Woim-Tiijac   informed   me,   was 
Minhmiui,  and  a  b«iy,  probably  1*2  years 
ol.l,  called  Tsin-ki.     These  four    began 
.some  of  the    most    wonderful    athletic 
exliibitions  that  can   be  conceived.     It 
is  impos.silde  to  believe,  unless  you  saw 
it,  what  work  these    men    put    human 
musch's  to.     1  am  not  going  to  pi'oVoke 
the  incredulity  of  your   readers   by   at- 
tempting to   describe   the   nnijority   of 
them.     In  one  feat  Tejiada  seized  Nor- 
o(h»ni  by  his  long    white    beard,     held 
him  oft'at  arm's  leiigtli,  andsj»uii  round 
witll  him  until  llie  old  uiall's  h'gs  were 
horizontal  to   the   .dhlete's    shouhh'is. 
Then,  while    they  still    spun    with    the 
fury  of  dervishes,  Miiiliman  sprung  up, 
sei/.ed  upon  Nonidoin's  feet,  and   sjiiin 
out  a  horizontal    continuation    of    the 
aiieieiil,  and  when  Slinhmaii  was  lirmly 
established,  the  boy  Tsin-ki  caught    to 
his  feet  in  like  maimer,     and   tiie    tall 
athlete,  every  muscle  in  him  straining, 
continued  to"  whirl  the  human  joiutless 
lever  around.     At  last,  slowing  slightly, 
Tepadil  drew  iu  his    amis   till   the   old 
man's  whit«'  beard  touched    his   body  ;

Noronom's  head 
resting  atop  of   Tepada's,     Minhiiian's 
head  upon  Norodom's  feet,    aud    Tsin- 
ki's  head  «m  Mihmaun's.feet.     A  pause 
lor  brcjith,  then   the    column    of    men 
was  ))rop.'lled  into  the  air,  and  presto  ! 
Tepada's    head    was    on    the    ground, 
Norodom's  feet  to  his,    Ninhmau's   feet 
upon  Noivihim's  head,  Tsin-ki's  feet  on 
Miilhinan's  head.     Jllacll    had  turned  a 
sonuTsault,  and  the    column     was   un- 
broken ! 

I  ciuld  fill  several  columns  with   de- 
scriptions of  the  lil.'s't    roniiukable  aud 
unaccountable  feats  of  magic  peifotltird 
by  those  wonderful  jugglers,  but  Irauat 
refrain.  One  trick  which  Minhman  per- 
formed was  a  very  superior   version    of 
tlie  mango  tree  feat  of  the  Indian   jug- 
glers,    lie  trtok  »oi  oiango,  etit  it  open, 
and  i.roduced  a  serpent.      I'hls  hc  tvok 
.lown  into  the  audience,  and,  borrowing 
a  robe  from  one,  i-b.t  the   snake's   head 
otT  ami  covere.l  it  with  the  rolio.     Wlien 
the  robe  was  lifted  a?/iiin,  a  fox   was  in 
place  of  the  snake.     The  fox's  head  was 
cut  ofl,  two  r.iltcH  bot-nnved.  I'n.l    when 
theV   were   raised,    there    ivrts   a   >t<ilf, 
vVhicIl  was  killed  with  n  sxtrord.     Three 
robes,  and  a  leopiiltt  lipKiircd  -  it    was 
slain  with  a    javelin.     Four  robes  ci't- 
ered  a  most  savage-h>okingbufliil<i,that 
was  killed  with  an  ax.     Five  robes  cov- 
ered in  part,  but  n.d  altogether,  a  lordly 
elephant,    who,    when  the    sword    was 
iiointt(la?*:tinvl  him.  seized  Minhman  by 
the  neck  and  tossed  him   vioh-nHv    up. 
He  mounted  feet  foremost,    and  tinally 
clung  by  his  toes  to  the  ca)iital  of   one 
of  the  "columns.     Topada   now   leaped 
from  the  stage  and  allighted    upon    the 
elephnnt's    shouMer,H.     With     a    sliorl 
sword  he  goaded  the  beast  on  the   hea*! 
until,  shrieking,  the   unwieldy   animal 
reaieil  upon  its   lliud    feet,    twined    its 
trunk  about  ilne   of  the  great  ctdunlns, 
and  seemed  trving  t<i  liftit.self  front  the 
ground  aud  wrap  its   body   arouinl   the 
great    pillar.     The    music    clashed    out 
barbarously,  Norodom    flashed   forth  a 
dazzling  tirework  oi  some  sort,  aud  the 
elephant  had  disappeared  and   Tepada 
lay  upon  the  stage  writhing  in  the  folds 
ofagreatbort  constrictor  aud  holding 
up  Minhman  upon  his  feel.         ,    .  .  . 

During  three  hours  the  exhiiiitioH 
I'ontiuued,  feats  of  the  sort  I  have  de- 
ih  scribed,  each  nmre  wonderful  than 
the  one  that  prece<led  it,  following  one 
another  in  rapi<l  succession.  1  shall 
content  mvself  with  des.^ribing  the  last 
and  ciilmiiiating  wonder  of  the  startling 
entertainment. 

A  jierfectly  formed  and  most  hnely 
nautch  girl  sprang  out  uiion  the  stage, 
and  was  hailed  with  universal  exclama- 
thms  of  delight,  everybody  calling  out 
her  name,  Luan-Prabany,  as  if  it  was  a 
word  of  g<H)d  omen.  Her  only  dress 
was  a  short  petticoat  of  variegated 
feather  w<irk.  A  wreath  of  roseVmds 
crowned  her  soft,  short,  black  hair,  and 
she  wore  ft  pearl  necklace,  as  well  .as 
broad  gold  armlets  aud  anklets.  With 
a  brilliant  smile  she  danced  ex.piisitely 
for  some  minutes  bi  the  accompaniment 
of  a  single  pipe,  then  knelt  an.l  h"^^  1'*'^ 
head  upon  old  Norodom's  knee.  Ihe 
boy  fanned  her  with  a  fan  made  of  sweet 
fern  leaves,  Minhman  fetched  a  hitus- 
shajicd  golden  goblet,  and  Tejiada 
poured  into  it  from  a  quahit  l.ioking 
rtask  a  fluid  of  a  greenish  hue.  The 
old  yogi-like  Norodom  took  the  goblet 
aud'blew  liis  breath  upon  the  contents, 


with  its  sleeper  was  put  .piietly  down 
upon  the  front  of  the  stapre  and  left 
thei-.-,  while  Norodom  aud  Tepada  went 
to  the  leaden  box,  and  with  hot  irons 
tried  to  unseal  it.  'That  is  Stuug- 
'J'ieng's  cotfin,'  whispered  Wouu  to  me  ; 
*  The  old  saint  has  been  dead  more  than 
half  a  millennium.' 

(Quickly,  eagerly  it  seemed  to  me.  the  j 
two  men  broke  ojien  the    fastenings   of 
the  cotfin,  until  tin'  side  next  the   audi- 
ence falling  out  at  last,  a  teak  box    was 
discovered.

Then  he  and  Tff'ada   mixed   the 
wine  and  oil,  andcaiefiilly rnlibed  every 
part  of  the  bo.ly  with  it.     Th.  n,  laving 
it  d.iwn  in  a  reclining  i»osition.tliey  put 
the  burning  censer  upon  the  clie.st  an.l 
withdrew  a  pa«-e,  svhile   the   drmns  tiiid 
gongs  and   cymbals  craslu-d   and   clat- 
tered, mid  the   shrill,    crackling   trelile 
of  the  clitirUH  of  old   women  r<»se   hid- 

cfiuslv. 

A  lireathless  pause  ensued— ^ine,twt», 
three  minutes-    and  the  mummy  slieez 
ed  thrice,  so  violci'tit  as  t-o   extinguish 
the  flame  <if    the    censer.     A    moinent 
later  tiie  thing  sat  up.  and  stand  blink- 
ing and  vacant  out  around    the  vault^ — 
an  ohl,  old,  wrinkled  man,  with    mum- 
bling   ihops,    a    shriveled    breast   and 
Indly,  and  little  tufts  of  white  hair  upon 
his  "chin    and    forehead.

With    a    glad    cry   "the    nniiden    viake.l. 
clasped    him  iu  "her   iirms  and   to   lu'r 
breast,  tiud  kissed  him.     luci)mpn'h««n- 
siMe  oiaeic!     He  was  no  longer  a  mon- 
agenariail  d<»tard.  but  a  f-ill-vciued.  fiery 
youth,  who  gave  hetkis'!  for  kiss.      How 
the  transformation  was  wrought  J  have 
no  idea,  but  there  it  was  before  our  vet\ 
eyes.

that  do  it.  a;i  out  of  live  or  seven  hens 
only  one  or  two  will  have  the  liabit,  and 
they  are  usually  the  ohl  ones  ;  catch 
the'ni,  and,  with  a  nd  iiot  iron,  burn  olT 
the  end  of  the  bill  from  onc-<|uartcr  to 
three-eigliths  of  an  inch  ;  then  run  the 
iron  over  the  edges  of  tlie  bill  half  way 
up,  so  thai  they  cannot  get  hold  of  the 
feather.  If  thr  hens  are  not  valuable, 
better  cut  tluir  heads  olT.  as  Uicy  will 
tejich  others  to  do  it.  Such  hens  are 
Beldoni  good  layers,  but  are  UHually 
overloaded  witliVat.  andwillsit  moping 
u|»on  the  roost  or  perch  all  day  long. 
]So  feed  of  any  kind  will  prevent  or 
cure  the  habit.'  The  same  remedy  will 
outwit  tlie  egg-eater." 


sliould  be  cut  down  to  theRrouud.  The 
grape,  currant  and  gooseberry— peretl- 
nial  vines  and  woodid  shrubs— Hholild 
be  cut  down  to  within  two  or  three  buds 
of  the  ground.  Most  of  the  perennial 
vines,  plants  and  shrubs  of  the  lawn 
and  flower  garden  are  improved  by  pret- 
ty severe  pruning,  and  those  aspiring 
to  the  dignity  of  trees  should  have 
their  lateral  biancUes  cut  back  pretty 
Ihoixmghly. 

2.  Our  efforts  to  preserve  the  lives, 
and  promote  the  rajud  growth  of  trans- 
planted trees  aud  plautH  do  not  cease 
with  pruning.  We  consider  it  not  only 
important  to  prevent  the  too  rapid 
evaporation  of  moi.stiire  from  the  sur- 
faces exiM)sed  to  the  atmosphere,  but 
also  to  preserve  an  abundance  of  mois- 
ture in  the  soil  near  the  roots.  To  ef- 
fect this  en«l,  we  have  two  nietluMls, 
naim'ly,  to  cupHcitate  tin"  ooil  for  ab- 
sorbing and  retaining  moisture  from 
tiie  atmosphere,  by  fre<piently  stirring 
it  with  implements,  or  to  prevent  the 
moisture  from  drviug  out  of  the  soil  by 
a  shading  of  uinlcli.  Mulch,  undoubt- 
edly, not  only  prevents  the  moisture 
under  it  from  evaporating,  biit  by  keep- 
ing the  soil  cooler,  causes  it  to  con- 
dense moisture  from  the  air  with  which 
it  comes  in  contact. 

Under  some  circumstances,  one  meth- 
od of  retaining  moisture  is  tlie  most 
feasible,  under  others,  the  other.  With 
strawberries,  raspberries,  and  nil  kinds 
of  plants,  shrubs,  vines,  and  trees 
grown  in  a  plowed  field  or  garden,  we 
should  prefer  cultivating  to  retain  mois 
ture,  but  in  setting  out  trees  by  the 
highway,  or  in  a  lawn,  or  wherever  the 
entire  ground  is  not  to  be  untler  culti- 
vation, we  should  rather  give  prefer- 
ence to  mulching. 

In  cultivating  young  plants  the  tirts 
time  after  transplanting,  great  care 
should  be  exercised  to  avoid  tearing 
them  up.  If  they  were  proi)erly  plant- 
ed, there  is  but  little  danger  in  this  di- 
rection, as  the  roots  were  covered  dee)) 
enough  to  admit  of  stirring  the  ground 
over  them  without  endangering  their 
safety,  but  if  set  by  careless  employes, 
more  or  less  of  the  roots  may  be  so 
near  the  surface  that  the  hoe  may  catch 
into,  and  jerk  them  out.  We  have 
known  strawberries,  and  even  raspber- 
ries torn  out  in  this  way.  it  is  very 
aggravating,  after  having  been  to  the 
trouble  aud  expense  of  fitting  the 
ground,  procuring  the  plants  an<l  set- 
ting them,  to  hav»'  them  torn  out,  and 
all  that  they  have  gained,  lo.st,  through 
the  cart'lessness  of  one  whom  you  pay 
to  be  careful. 

Another  thing  to  be  observed  in 
straw berri's  -they  will  blossom  this 
spring,  and  make  a  feeble  altem])t  to 
bear  a  few  berries,  an»l  while  the  satis 
faction  afforded  you  by  the  fruit  would 
be  small,  the  injury  b>  the  growth  and 
productiveness  of'  the  phints  will  be 
great.  We  priu-tice  going  over  the 
vines,  and  piu<'hing  oti  the  blossoms  as 
fast  as  thev  make  their  appearance,  and 
we  are  con'lidentthat  the  practice  is  sus- 
tained. In  all  perennials,  let  the 
strength  of  the  soil,  and  the  «nergies 
of  the  plant  be  directed  tor  the  lirst 
year,  to  laying  the  foundation  for  fu- 
ture productiveness. — AiiuiUan  lixral

Newly  Set  Tit  i"«. 

Fruit  trees  which  were  set  out  last 
nutumn,  have  the  advantage  over 
spring-set  trees,  of  a  well  se'ttled  soil 
ub.mt  the  roots,  fitting  them  for  an 
early  start.  Ibit  they  have  the  disad- 
vantage of  a  hard  crust  from  several 
months'  s«'ttiiig.  This  dilUculty  can  be 
obviated  easily  by  lireaking  the  crust 
and  h.os.Miiiig  th<'  top  soil  with  the 
spade  (jr  pronged  hoc.  Tin"  neglect  of 
this  loo.seuiug  is  one  reason  for  the 
eommon  opinion  that  spring  transi)lant- 
ing  is  best. 

Another  dilli.-ulty  witli  fall-set  trees, 
when  the  roots  have  been  cut  short  in 
removal,  and  a  large  toj)  allowed  to  re- 
main, is  thfir  being  whippeil  about 
liy  the  wind  until  tin-  stems  have  form 
eda  hole  about  them;  the  roots  dry, 
and  the  trees  often  perish.  The  remedy 
is  to  ram  in  tine  earth  as  far  down  as 
the  hole  ext*>nds  ;  or  better  .still,  to 
throw  ofV  all  the  earth  from  the  stem 
with  a  spade,  aiul  then  siipitly  fresh 
eaith,  and  stake  the  tree. 

A  third  dimculty  with  both  autumn 
and  spring-set  trees,  is  that  they  have 
som»'tinies  become  partially  wilted,  and 
need  moisture  applietl  to  the  stems  to 
cover  their  plump  i-ondition.  Encase 
them  loosely  and  lightly  in  straw  or 
coarse  moss'  ami  apply  water  to  this 
duilv.  in  tiie  c'mrse  of  «  week  or  two 
thev  will  gradually  imbibe  the  moisture 
antt  assume  new  vigor.  This  treatment 
is  especially  useful  to  young  pear  trees, 
which  som«>tiiiies  remain  dormant  for 
several  weeks  after  other  trees.  Water- 
ing the  roots  l)efote  the  leaves  expand 
does  more  harm  than  gootl,  and  .some- 
times water  soaks  and  rots  them. 

The  <pi»'stion  is  often  asked  us,  IIow 
late  in  the  spring  can  fruit  trees  be 
safely  set  out  ■?  Answer— If  they  have 
been' dug  early,  and  ln'eletl  in  umler  the 
north  side  of  a  building,  or  otherwise 
preventeil  from  starting,  they  may  be 
planted  eviii  as  late  as  .lune.  t)r,  if 
delayi'd  in  transportation  and  the  bmls 
are  partly  expaiuleil,  and  the  roots  are 
kept  constai'itly  moist  until  set  out 
again,  and  the  newly  formed  rootlets 
are  not  injureil,  they  sutler  little  harm, 
provided  they  have  been  taken  uii 
early.  As  a  general  rule,  how»'ver,  it  is 
safest  to  di>  the  work  in  good  season. - 
CoHtifri/  (r'l  n({<  iiKin.

Clotiiks  which  are  put  into  iMuliug 
water  when  w!v.shed  will  c«'rtaiiily  Ih-- 
eome  yellow.  They  should  be  allow.d 
bi  come  bt  a  lioil  slowly  and  b<)il  twenty 
minutes. 

A  HOLrTioN  of  oxalic  acidrnbViedover 
tarnished    brass      soon      n-moves     the 
tarnish,  rendering    tin-    metal     bright. 
The  acid  must  be  washed  olV  with  water, 
and  the  brass  rubbed  witii  whiting  and 
soft  leather.     A     nii.\ture    of    muriatic 
aci»l  and  alum  dissolved  in    wat»'r    im- 
parts a  gtdden  «'olor    to    brass    articles 
that  are  steeped  in  it  for  a  few  seconds. 
Yeast  and  Yeast  Cakes.— Pare  four 
good  size<l  potatoes,  and  put    with    one 
large  handful  of  hops  into  one  tpiart  of 
C(dd  water  and    boil;  being   car»"ful  in 
handling  the  hops  not    to    lose    the   lu- 
piiline,   or  Une   yeUow    powd«r   of   the 
hoi>,  wherein  consists  itschief  strength. 
The    term    "handful"    may    seem     as 
vague  as  the    "bigness  of    a  piece  oH 
clialk,"  but  so  small  a  t|uantity  of  hops 
would  be  about  as  .Utlicult  b»    weigh  or 
to  measure    in    any    other  manner,    as 
would  a  few  feathers.     When  the  pota- 
toes are  done,  take  them  out,  mash  fine, 
and  mix  with  them    about    half    a    tea- 
cupful  of  wheat  flour  and  a    little    salt. 
Strain    upon    this  the   water  from  the 
hops,  which  must  be  very   hot.     When 
the    Imtter  is   cool    enough,    that     is, 
"blood  warm,"  add  a  teneupful    and    a 
half  of  yeast,  and  set  in  a  warm    place 
to    rise.     When    perfectly    light    iioiir 
into  a  stone  jug.  cork  tightly  and  set  in 
the  cellar.      For  yeast  cak»'s  proceed  as 
above    till    the   addititui    of    the    flour, 
which  omit,  substituting  Indian  meal, 
stirring  it    in    as   you  add    the    boiling 
hop-water    until    the    mixture    is    very 
stirt".     When  sufliciently  cool,  add  a  full 
teaeupful    of  yeast,    which     it    will    be 
necessary  to   wtuk    in  with    the   hand, 
and  let  sfand  six  or  eight    hours  ;  then 
make  int<)  long  rolls,  and    cut    in    slicts 
about  an  inch  thi«k  ;  sprinkh'  dry    nicid 
on  platrs,    iMiards,    or    tins;  lay  on    the 
cakes,    ami  place    wliere   they  will    dry 
»piiekly.  —  ll<<irili  untl  llatiK.

Mgr.  Dupanloup,  the   Bishop  of  Or- 
leans, has  gone  to  Rome,  it  in  said,  to 
obtain  the  canonization  of  the  Maid. 
An  e«iueHtriau  statue  in  memory  of  her 
h*8  already  been  erected  this  year  near 
the    Louvre    in    Paris.      Her  fait;hful 
worrihipi»ers  are  not  content  witli  this, 
but   lusk    a    place   for   her  among  the 
saints   immortal.     IJut   the   lawyers  of 
the   Vatican   entertiiin    grayo    historic 
doubts.  It  is  not  only,  above  all  things, 
necessary  to  know   "  whether  Joan  or 
Arc  had  and  practiced  in  the  heroic  de- 
gree (such  is  the  formula)  the  four  car- 
dinal   virtues    of    Fortitude,   Justice, 
Temperance   and    Pnidence,    and    the 
three    theological    virtues,    of    Faith, 
Hope    and  Charity.  '     But   there  rises 
also  the  spectral   inquiry  whetker  her 
reputed  execution  as    a  sorceress  was 
with    the  consent   and    under  the  aus- 
pices of   a  bishop   of   the   church.     It 
would  be  a  strange  anomaly  if  it  should 
happen  that  the    infallible  church,  the 
same   yesterday,   to-day    and    forever, 
shoiilif  in   the   year   of   our  Lord  1.S74 
canonize   as   a   saint  the  eccentric  and 
daring   woman   whom   it   burned   as  a 
witch  in  lAM.     It  is  to  s<dve  this  dilM 
enlty  that  M.  Duiianloup  has  been  sum- 
moned to  Rome. 

This  curious  inquiry'  has  re\-ived  the 
old  controversy   whether   Joan  of   Arc 
was  ever  condemned  and  burnt  at   aU, 
and  has  called  to  the  recollection  of  the 
newspaper  anti<iuarier  that  there  was  a 
female  "  claimant  "   in   France   in   the 
fifteenth  century,  whose  brothers  swore 
to  her  identity  as  the  real   Joan,    while 
a  thoroughly' believing  city  granted  to 
In  r  a  considerable  testimonial  in  ready 
momy  in  proof  of  its  belief  in  her   pre- 
tentions.    The    facts   and   authorities, 
says  the  London  New  s,  are  lucidly  stat- 
ed"   by   the   eminent  antiquarian,    Mr. 
George  Sk«ne,ina  paper  in  the  Church- 
man's Companion,  published  thin  year. 
Notwithstanding  the    apparently   com- 
plete identification  of  the   real   .loan  of 
Are  with  the  woman  who  was  burned  at 
iiouen    in    14;J1,  and  whose    Ixnly   was 
exiui'ssly  exposed   after   death    by  the 
dr.i wing"  back  of  the   fagots   round  the 
stake  that   the   populace    might  see    it 
before  the  ashes  were  thrown   into  tin- 
Reine,  there  api»eared  five  years    after- 
wards, in  the  neighborhood  of   Mtitz,  a 
lady  who  aniiouncetl  herself   as  La  Fn- 
eille  Jehaiine.     The  twobrothers  of  the 
n-al  Joan,  who    had    been    enobled  by 
Charles  VII..  under   the   name   of   l)u 
Lys,  met  her  there  (apparently  by    ap- 
pcuntment),    and    formally    recognized 
her    as  their  sister.     Their  testimony 
was  at  once  aceepteil   by  a   number  of 
noblemen  of  the  country,  who  present 
ed  her  with  horses,  arms,  Ac,   and  one 
of  them,  a   knight   named    Robert  des 
Hermoises,  married  her  and  lived  with 
her  many  y»'ars  afterwards  in    a   house 
in  Metz,"  Iipposite  the  Church  of   St. 
Segoleine. 

This   wonderful    story    is    found    at 
h'ligth  in  a   chronicle   of    Metz    which 
cmu's  .lown  only   to    1445,    and    must 
have  been     written    shortly    atbr    the 
events  narrated,  and  it   is  corroborated 
by  many  c<dlateral  records, by  the  jour- 
nal of  a  citizen    of    Paris,    dated    144J1, 
lueserved  in  the  Louvr.'.     and    by    the 
Chronicle  of  Lorraine,  which  closes   in 
l.")lt.     Pere  Vigmer,  who   lived   in   the 
17th  centiirv,  states  that  he  saw  amcmg 
the  title-deeds  of    the    family    of    Des 
Hermoises   the    marriage    contract    of 
Robert  with  "  La  Pucelle, "and  also   a 
deed  of  sale   in   which   one   party   was 
stvled,  ".

The  world  hears  now  and  then  of  a 
fiction  writer  of  Russia,  whose  fame  at 
home  is  of  the  highest  character.  The 
Atlantic  Monthly,  for  May,  sketches 
him  thus : 

"Ivan  TurgenielT  was    born   in  the 
District  of  Orel,  in  the  center  of   Rus- 
sia, November  i»th,  1  Hi  8,    and   there  he 
passed  his  boyhood  ;  from  IKH  to  IHiH 
lie  studied  at  Moscow  and  St.    Peters- 
burg.    Then  in  his  twentieth  year  he 
went  to  Berlin,  and  at  the  university  in 
that  city  he  studied,  especially   history 
and  philosophy  for  two  years.     Hegel's 
philosophy,  although  it  had  lost   some- 
what of  i"ts   earlier  glorj-,  still   had   a 
controlling    influence   in    Ciermany   at 
that  lime,  as  indeed  it  had  until    1848  ; 
but  on  Turgenieir's  mind  it  seems  to 
have  made,  or  at  an;v  rat«  Ut  have   left 
an    unsatisfacbiry  impression,    for  we 
often    find   in    his    writings    irreverent 
mention  of    the   German    philosopher. 
After  returning  to  St.    Petersburg,  he 
for    a  short   time  occupied   a  position 
under  government    in  the  Ministry  of 
the  Interior,  but  this   he   soon   h'ft   in 
order  to   devote  himself   to  lit^'rature. 
He  first  tried   his  hand   at  poetry   but 
without  success.     We  have  never   seen 
a  line  of  his    verse,    but  if,  as    we   are 
told,    it    was   written  in    the  style   of 
Ptuischkine  and  Lermontoh,   who  were 
themselves       imitators       of       Bynm, 
its       failure      need       not      be      won- 
dered     at.       Kalinitsch,      which     our 
readers    will   remember  in   his   Recits 
d'un  Chasseur,  appeared  in  184(3.     Soon 
afterward  he  went  to   Paris,  and  there 
he  wrote  the  greater  part  of  the  Recits, 
which  appeared  from  time  to  time  in   a 
Russian  magazine.     It  was  in  18.52  that 
they  first  appeared  in  book-f<trm,    after 
eluding  all  the  opi^sition  from  lliecen- 
sors  of  the   press,    who,    according    to 
Mr.  Otto  Glagau,  did    not    detect    the 
hidden  purpose  which  lay    under   what 
seemed  to  be  merely  a  collection  of  pic- 
tures   of    Russian  "  life— the    juirpose, 
namely,  of    portraying    the    sufterings 
and  degradation  caused  in  that  country 
by  the   existence    of    serfdom.     After- 
wards, however,    when    they   were 
lected    and    published     together, 
censors  avenged  themselves  in  the 
lowing  way.     They  took  bir   their 
text  an   article  which    Turgenieff 
written  on  the  death  of   Gogol     in 
same  year,  and  had  him  baiiishc«l  to  his 
estate  for  two  years.     Nothing  but  the 
intercession     of    the    Czarowitch.    the 
present  Czar,  freed  him  from  this   sen- 
tence.    After  this  time  he  lived  in  Rus- 
sia, France,  and   Germany   until    !««>$, 
wiun  he  choose   Badeu-Iiaden   for   his 
home.     In  that    pleasant    little    town, 
which  was  the  resort,  at    ot-e  .  time    or 
another,  of  almost  all    the    interesting 
peojfle  of  Europe,  he  has  since  for   the 
most  part  lived,  having  for   neighbors 
his  friends  Louis  Viardot  and  his  wife, 
the  celebrated  Pauline  Gareia-Viardot.

If  the  labor  ol  filling  our  grounds 
with  trees,  shrubs,  vines  ami  plants 
ceased  with  transplanting,  it  would  m»t 
seem  so  formidable.  The  fact  is,  it 
has  then  but  just  begun.  Such  is  the 
character  of  our  summer  climate  ;  the 
burning  sun,  the  strong,  drying  winds, 
and  the  abs«Mice.  b>r  weeks  together,  of 
rain,  render  our  climate  so  trying  to 
vegetable  life,  that  it  is  safe  toconclude 
that  if  newly  set  trees  and  plants  were 
left  to  struggle  b>r  existence,  unaided, 
a  large  proportion  wouhl  succumb  to 
the  unfavorable  infiueuces  of  the  cli- 
mate. 

There  are  some  general  princii>les  of 
culture  applicable  to  all  classes  of 
plants,  and  others  applicable  to  specific 
classes. 

1.  It  may  be  given  as  a  general  rule, 
that  all  plants,  either  at  tlit>  time  of 
transplanting.  <u- soon  afterwards. should 
have  their  evaporating  surf.ices  dimin- 
ished to  correspond  to  tin*  rediiceil  ab- 
sorbing surfaces  of  their  n»ots.  It  is 
seldom  that  we  can  take  atre«i  or  plant, 
and  traiisjilanling  it,  leave  the  portion 
in  the  atmosphere  iinprnned,  witluuit 
retarding  its  subsequent  gmwth.  Even 
the  strawberry  will  thrive  better  after 
transplanting"  if  a  i)ortiou  of  the  leaves

Dear  Brotuer  :     liast  Friday  morn- 
ing. May  1.'),  on  our   return  from  Con- 
ference," William  Broomliead,  Milando 
Pratt,     and    myself    were    in    a    light 
wagon,  traveling  northward  by  thelake 
shore,  wluMi  our  attention  was  attracted 
to  an    oi)ject    in    the   wat«'r   about  KKj 
yanls  ahead  of  us.  aud   alKiut  twenty- 
five   yards   from   shore.     At  first  sight 
we   thought  it   might   be   a  very  large 
duck,  as  we  distinctly  saw  ducks  nearer 
the  shore,  but   as  we   got   near  we  saw-

The  gold  casket  whieh  is  U)  contain 
the  addre:~s  presented  by  the  city  of 
London  to  the  Czar  is  of  oblong  shape, 
audsiipportt  (lat  either  end  by  the  Bus- 
sian  imperial  eaglcH  resting  on  balls  of 
malachite.  On  the  obverse  side,  in  the 
centre  ii.inel,  will  bi>  represented  in  eol- 
•ued  enamel,  on  gohl,  the  cerem.uiy  of 
pies.ntation.  The  iignres  ihutrayed 
being  actual  likenesscsof  the  pinperor 
and  the  royal  family,  as  well  as  those 
of  th.'  loni  mayor  ami  other  ofiieers  of 
the  ctirporatioii.  The  smaller  pam-ls  at 
cither  end  are  filled  in  with  scroll.-,  of 
enamel  of  the  royal  arms  <if  England 
and  Russia,  and  views  of  the  (tuildhall 
and  St.  Pauls,  while  the  centre  panel 
on  the  reverse  side  will  bear  the  in- 
scriiition.  Tho  casket  is  surmounted 
bv  a  figure  emblematical  of  trade  and 
commerce,  while  the  two  lluletl  en- 
wreathed  pillars  at  either  angh^  of  the 
casket  will  represent  the  TJiaim^s  and 
emblematically  the  trsule  of  the  city.
